The rumor is partly correct. 
I found out this: Two of the six liquor stores have 


been sending men out to the factories on payday. Ihe 
plant managers did not tell me that these agents were 
collecting liquor bills, or that they were soliciting orders 
for liquor in the future—the plant managers clidnt tell

local factories on another payday The Star will demand 
of Governor Futrell and Revenue Commissioner Wiseman 
the instant cancellation of their licenses. 


Your writer is no lawyer—but the spirit of the liquor 


store act seems clear: 


Solicitation and delivery service are forbidden. 
The business must be confined strictly to the prem- 


ises actually operating under license. 


Collectors can not operate over the city without in- 


curring the suspicion that they are also soliciting. 


The Star is defending legalized liquor—but under 


proper regulation. The liquor stores kncny that. And the 
law is going to be enforced to the last grim letter if this 
newspaper has to print a thousand names—let alone the 
two we are printing today. 


Since the enactment of the law Arkansas has collected 


$474,000 in liquor taxes for the care of the poor and 
helpless, for the old-age pension fund, and for other

The law says that a man running a liquor store shall

A pledge- 
to prohibit, exportation to Italy of 
key products essential for manufacture 
of armaments also had been accepted 
by 29 countries.

looked after by German consulates 
and legations. 


If any Austrian citizen should get 


I into trouble in Ethiopia, for instance, 


] he would go for advice to the German 
legation 
in 
Addis 
Ababa. For the 


German legation represents Austrian 
interests there. 


In Manchouktio, too. according to 


the official Austrian Yearbook 
just 


published, the Vienna government has 
confided the protcclion of Austrian 
citizens lo the German consulates in 
Harbin and Mukden. 


Likewise. In the Straits Settlements 


and ih British Borneo the Austrian 
citizen looks to the German consulate 
general in Singapore for protcclion. 
•If he finds himself embarrassed in 
Nicaragua there are four German con- 
sulates to which he can appeal; al 
Managua, Bluefields, Leon and Mata- 
t'alpa. 


In Siam, the German legation in 


Bangkok is entrusted wilh the pro- 
lection of Austran citizens, and in 
Venezuela it is the German consulates 
at Caracas. Ciudad Bolivar, LaGuayra, 
Puerto Cabello and Valencia.

•Exempt From Ttnres 


Senator McKellar also brought out 


that the co-operatives are 
exempt 


from federal taxes as an association. 


"So, in dealing in cotton, you have 


the advantage over your competitors 
of paying no taxes, borrowing al Hhe 
money you want at reasonable—very 
reasonable rates, and your capital was 
paid in by the government—and yet 
you want the government to pay your 
losses again?" 


Creekmore replied that the co-op- 


eratives lost a total of $20,500,000 be- 
cause of the operation of the Cotton 
Stabilization Corporation in 1929-30. 
He added that the government lost 
$107,000,000 in those stabilization op- 
eration;:, but added, "It was money 
that went to the farmers and the trade 
VifS undoubtedly benefited by the co- 
jcps holding off their 1,300,000 bales at 
| that time."

The ACCA contends that if its mem- 


ber agencies had not been drafted by 
the old Farm 
Board in 1929 in its 


stabilization efforts, and removed its 
1.300,000 bales from the market in the 
IB-cent pegging program, the co-ops 
would have cmurged financially sol- 
vent.

021,803.44 in equities and patronage 
dividends had been distributed in 
cash during the four-year period end- 
ing June 30, 1935.
